THE CHURCH OF THE BRETHREN IN HUNTINGTON COUNTY. 


The Church of the Brethren has been in Huntington County for 
over seventy years. The early members north of Huntington came 
most of them from Ohio and Virginia. Those south of the ciiy of 
Huntington were at first all in one congregation—Salamonie---which 
church has since been divided into five church districts. These early 
settlers were mainly emigrants from Wayne County, Indiana, of Penn- 
sylvania Dutch extraction. This sturdy class of pioneers has ziven to 
the county some of its best in leaders, ideals, industry, and prosperity. 

Some of the common family names today in Fiuntington County 
are those which these early Brethren bore: Shock, Shoemaker, Mish- 
ler, Leedy, Zook, Huffman, Minnich, Wike, Bailey, Bonebrake, Crull, 
Cline, Burket, Hoke, Bowman, Eikenberry, Funderburg, Brumbaugh, 
Shideler, Heaston, Emley, Paul, Shultz, Ulrich, Hoover, Snowbarger. 

The seven churches that are now located in the county have co- 
operated well. Union Sunday School conventions and conferences of 
C. W. S. workers have been held frequently. The pastors of the 
churches today have regular monthly meetings which are proving to be 
of great benefit to them as they consider their problems together. 
Through their efforts this directory has been made possible. 

The Church of the Brethren in Huntington County has five full 
time pastors resident in their charges and two part time pastors non- 
resident. The present membership in the county numbers about 900.

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HISTORY OF THE ANDREWS CHURCH. 


The first preaching done in this vicinity was by Elder Wm. Moss 
of Mexico in 1838. Occasional services were held until 1853 when 
Joseph Leedy became the first resident minister. | 

The church was organized about 1855 with Elders Joseph Leedy 
and John Leedy as ministers and was for years one of the active and 
influential congregations of the district. Among the early ministers 
were Elder John Bowman and Elder Samuel Murray. Ministers called 
to service were Daniel Heiney, Abraham Leedy, Michael Minnich, O. 
C. Ellis, J. W. Southwood, Jesse Calvert, Stephen Minnich. and Joseph 
Lahr. Of these O. C. Ellis is the only one now in the church. Deacons 
were Joseph Zook, George Shroyer, Thomas Bailey, William Bruss, 
John Crull, Samuel Mater, George Rinker, J. H. Barker, A. B. Miller, 
Isaac Boles, M. L. Zook and John Mater. 

The present building was built in 1860 and became the center 
of the activity of the church. Later a church was built at Dora and be- 
came the nucleus of an active body of members. This house has re- 
cently been removed. A union house was also built at Monument 
City and is now being used by the Wesleyan M. E. Church. 

The church remained active until Elder John Leedy died in 1881 
when trouble and division came and the work suffered seriously and 
after the death of Elder Joseph Leedy in 1903 no active leader re- 
mained. 

With the exception of a few years service by Flder Noah Fisher 
the church was without pastoral help until the district Mission Board 
took charge and called the present pastor in 1914. Since that time 


there has been a slow but steady development. The present mem- 
mership is about eighty.

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“HISTORY OF THE CLEAR CREEK CONGREGATION” 


About 1850 members from Virginia and Ohio began to settle 
north of Huntington, Ind. Elder David Shoemaker here from Colum- 
biana county, Ohio, and preached for the members once a month 
conducting meetings in their homes. After his death in 1885 Ira Cal- 
vert was their minister and Elder for a few years. 

Joseph and Abraham Leedy of Andrews, did some preaching 
here. Jacob Metzger and David Kreider in turn had charge of the 
church. Some of the early deacons were Abram Mishler, John Mish- 
ler, Adam Shock and Allen Haines. 

In the later seventies Clear Creek began to grow rapidly. 

In 1878 the church called to the Ministry, J. C. Murray. About 
this time a Sunday school was organized with Brother Murray as su- 
perintendent. In 1879 Jesse Calvert held a series of meetings here and 
received forty-four members. That same year Dorsey Hodgen moved 
in. He was ordained to the full ministry the following year, and two 
years later was given charge of the church, which church he held for 
thirty years. He moved to Dayton, O., in 1912. I. B. Wike was then 
chosen and later Geroge L. Studebaker as Presiding Elders. Minis- 
ters elected were J. H. Ahner now of Ft. Wayne, J. H. Christian now 
of Argos, Ind., and D.. W. Shock. For the last three years Elder I. B. 
Wike has been their Pastor and Elder. 

About 1868 a brick church 40x80 was erected. It was located 
four miles north and one mile east of Huntington. This house was. 
destroyed by a storm in 1916. The congregation has built a new and 
modern church house upon the same. ground. 

The officers at the present time are I. B. Wike, Pastor and Elder 
Deacons John Neff, John Miller, H. O. Colclesser, J. O. Weddle, 
Howard Haines and Charles N. Dilling. With the present officials in 
charge the church and Sunday School is in a prosperous condition.

UP THROUGH THE DAYS 


Since there had been Churches of the Brethren adjoining Hunting- 
ton for years, it was natural that some members moved to the city. 
The disadvantages that they met with in getting to services in the 
country churches caused them to want services in the city. Accord- 
ingly a few services were held in a room on the Island Block in the 
fall of 1891. Then a committee from the surrounding churches was 
appointed to consider the advisability of holding service in the city 
regularly. They arranged to hold these services in the court house 
and Dorsey Hogden with the aid of other ministers conducted services 


here once a month. 

In the Autumn of 1893 Elder Noah Fisher assisted in a revival 
meeting. Quite a few were added to the church. Afterward he be- 
came their pastor and the work grew rapidly, and then came the need 


for a house of worship. 

The members in the city at this time were under the care of the 
Clear Creek congregation. This church together with the Huntington 
Country, Markle and Salamonie churches agreed to build a church in 
the city. In 1894 they built the church which now stands at the 
corner of Washington and Guilford streets. The committee showed 
rare, good judgment in choosing the fine, central location. 

The work flourished for several years. Then came a period of 
reverses with many dark days, but little by little the band of faithful 
workers, by loyal, faithful, persistent effort and God’s blessing grew 
into the strong active membership of which today is fourth in size in 
the district.

Few fields offer greater opportuni- 
ties 1f the church in His Name will with sacrificial service move for- 
ward. 

The church building is proving more and more inadequate to 
properly caring for the growing Sunday School and in a few years at 
the longest there must be erected a modern building.

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HISTORY OF THE HUNTINGTON COUNTRY CHURCH. 


This congregation was organized January 17, I871. Elders 
Joseph Leedy, and George Cripe, Jacob Metzger, and Abraham Leedy 
were elders in charge. At this meeting R. K. Binkley was called to the 
ministry; John Altman and Martin Hoke were installed in the deacon’s 
office. In 187] Alex Gibler was elected minister; Cornelius Henline 
and Ananias Bonebrake were elected deacons. 


The congregation grew to a membership of nearly a hundred. A 
house was built four and a half miles northwest of Huntington City. 
William Summers was one of the first ministers here. 


In 1881 J. C. Murray a minister of the first degree moved in 
from Clear Creek. He was soon advanced and on February 27, 1883, 
was ordained by Joseph Leedy and J. H. Wright. Shortly after. this 
he was given oversight. By tactful work the church was soon in good 
working order. 


In 1889 Elder J. C. Murray having moved to North Manchester 
tendered his resignation. Elder J. H. Wright was chosen his succes- 
sor and continued elder for twenty years. During this twenty years 
I. B. Wike served as pastor from March |, 1901, until March 1906. 
He held two revivals during the first year of his pastorate. During 
this time the church elected as deacons S. S. Bonebrake and Manning 
Thomas in 1889; Jacob Wike and Emery Miller in 1896; J. E. Hoke 
and Joseph Lannerd in 1908. In 1906 the church called to ministry 
Grover L. Wine. He later became pastor of the Manchester congre- 
gation. 


Since 1910 J. D. Mishler, Ira Kreider, L. U. Kreider and J. A. 
Snell have been the presiding elders. E. H. Gilbert is the present elder. 
The church has a present membership of forty-eight.

LOON CREEK CHURCH. 


The territory which now comprises the Loon Creek church, was, 
formerly a part of the Salamonie congregation until March, 1912, 
when it was organized separately. 


As early as 1850 meetings were held in the vicinity of the 
Loon Creek church in the homes of members. Later, services were 
conducted in the old log sclyool house which was located where the 
present one now stands. Oftentimes when the weather was favorable 
and the school building was not large enough to accommodate the 
crowds, they went out into the surrounding grove and had their ser- 
vices. This was their only meeting place until the year 1884, when 
the present church building was erected. 


The ministers who have preached regularly or assisted at this 
place are as follows: Jacob Funderburg, Joseph Leedy, Daniel Hart- 
cough, Daniel Smith, Abrem Leedy, Samuel Murray, John Bowman, 
Daniel Shideler, Aaron Moss, H. B. Wike, John Eikenberry, O. C. 
Eld D. W. Paul, Loran Moss, L. W. Shultz, Noah Shideler, Ray E. 
Zook, B. D. Hirt. 


There were about one hundred charter members when the 
church was organized in 1912, with H. B. Wike as elder in charge; 
D. W. Paul and Noah Shideler as ministers. A few years later D. W. 
Paul was ordained and given oversight of the church which place he 
still holds. Under his careful supervision the work has made a steady 
growth. A net gain of thirty-five members has resulted since the or- 
ganization ten years ago. 


Those who have served as deacons are: Jacob Heaston, A. H. 
Snowbarger, Jacob Shideler, Chas. Heaston, Elmer Shultz, Ward Zook, 
Joseph Hoover, H. M. Friedley, John Bowman and E. H. Paul. All are 
still active in the work at this place but Jacob Heaston (deceased,) 
and Jacob Shideler who moved to Salamonie church. Bro. Snow- 
barger who is now eighty-four years of age and almost blind seldom 
misses a service. His one great desire is to help in the advancement ot 
the Kingdom. He has given valuable service to both the Salamonie 
and Loon Creek church and may be truly called the only living father 
of both churches. We are indebted to him for much of this data. 


In 1917-1918 the church was remodeled, which now gives us a 
splendid place to worship, having a number of Sunday school rooms, 
aso a large auditorium. 


In 1918 the writer and his wife were called to take up the 
pastorate of the Loon Creek church, which has proven to us to be 
very pleasant and inspirational. 


This was among the first in the State to have a Daily Vacation 
Bible School. Since 1920 we have had these schools annually and 
will continue to do se.

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MARKLE 


The Markle church was formerly known as Eight Mile. It was 
organized about 1852. Up to this time, it had been a part of the 
Salamonie congregation. Samuel Murray was elder in charge for 
a number of years after its organization. In 1877, a church house 
was erected four miles north of Markle on the farm of Robert Smuts. 
Many of the leading members withdrew from the church and identi- 
fied themselves with the Progressives, using this church house for a 
number of years. The Progressive movement waned, the building 
stood idle for a time and was finally torn down. In 1887 the Church 
of the Brethren purchased of the Free Will Baptists the church house 
in Markle which, is still used. In 1902 the name of the church was 
changed from Eight Mile to Markle. 


Of the early ministers, Marshall Hamilton and David Truby 
went with the progressives. George Holler and George W. Watson 
were elected to the ministry after the Progressive movement. Brother 
Holler, though not eloquent, was faithful for many years. Later, Elder 
J. F. Spitzer, served the church as minister for about three years. 
Then came J. V. Felthouse and D. J. Wampler, each serving several 
years. For two or three years the preaching was done by Lewis Huff- 
man and Calvin Eller as non-resident ministers. In 1906, D. B. Garber 
moved into the congregation, and had charge of the work for over 
thirteen years. During this time the membership was more than 
doubled, one minister, Daniel Funderburg, was elected and advanced 
to the full ministry, and seven deacons were elected. 


The following have served the church as deacons: James Cline, 
Sr., Robert Smuts, George Holler, Benjamin Harden, Elmer Burket, Ed- 
ward Ejikenberry, A. J. Taylor, Henry Castile, John Stockman, George

During the last eighteen years the following have served as head 
of the Sunday School: Edward Eikenberry, D. H. Brumbaugh, Chas. 
M. Poorman, C. E. Paul, Daniel Heaston and Wallace Heaston. 

The presiding elders in order have been Samuel Murray, W. R. 
Deeter, Dorsey Hodgden, Noah Fisher, Lewis Huffman, D. B. Garber 
and D. W. Paul 


In 1920 the church decided to do more efficient work by having 
a regular pastor. Bro. Frank Weaver was secured for the summer 
and in November of that year, Bro. B. D. Kerlin took charge as pas- 
tor and has added much to the welfare of the congregation. Since his 
nastorate twenty-eight have been added by baptism. The member- 
ship is now 150. NA

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HISTORY OF SALAMONIE CHURCH 


The Salamonie church was organized in 1845 with eighteen 
charter members. The church as originally organized, included all of 
the south half of Huntington county and part of Wells county. As the 
membership increased in numbers, out of this territory were organized 
the following named churches:: Markle (8 mile) 1852; Andrews, 
(Antioch) 1855; Prairie Creek, 1861; and Loon Creek, 1912. 

Among those to serve the church as ministers in its early history 
were Jacob Funderburg, Daniel Hartsough, Daniel Smith. John H. 
Ulrich and Samuel Funderburg. In 1871 Samuel Murray located here. 
In 1867 Daniel Shideler and Moses Colven were elected to the min- 
istry, and in 1874 Henry B. Wike and John Eikenberry. | 

Since 1880 Daniel W. Paul, William Ulrich, Loren Moss, Lawrence 
Shultz, Noah Shideler and Lawrence Goodmiller were elected io the 
ministry. In 1887 O. C. Ellis moved here, and J. W. Norris as postor 
in 1916. In March 1919, E. L. Heestand located here and 
faithfully served the church as pastor one year when death 
called him to his eternal home and in November 1920 H. L. Hartsough 
began his pastorate here. 

Deacons who served early in the church were David Caylor, Elias 
Shideler, David Shultz, James Bennet, William Wise, Andrew Snow- 
barger, George Click, Jonathan Hardman, Jacob DeWalt, David Bur- 
kett, Levi Hoover, Jacob Ulrich, Jacob Eckman and Jacob Heaston, all 
of whom are now dead. Later elected were David Graham, Jacob H. 
Shideler, Isaac Shultz, Levi L. Ulrich, Charles Heaston, Hampton 
Zook, Joseph Ulrich, R. A. Adams, Alva Winebrenner, Henry Heaston, 
William H. Paul, Jesse Heaston, Wilbert Heaston, Herman Wiley and 
Oscar Crull. 

The first S. S. was organized in 1866 in Stringtown with Andrew 
Klepser, Superintendant, and in 1869 Sunday School was started in 
the church with Andrew Snoebarger, Superintendent. 

More than twenty years after the church was organized services 
were held in private homes, barnes, or school houses. The meeting 
house was built at Lancaster in 1868. 

The house was remodeled in 1918 and it was hoped that the 
dedication might be held on the fiftieth anniversary, but owing to 
the prevalence of Spanish Influenza, the time was postponed until 
May 4, 1919, when Elder Otha Winger delivered an eloquent address. 

Since the church was organized, David Shoemaker. Nicholas 
France, John Bowman, Samuel Murray, Daniel Shideler, Noah Fisher, 
Aaron Moss, Henry Wike, J. W. Norris, E. L. Heestand and Daniel W. 
Paul have served as presiding elders.
